A mass meeting was 
held 
Warrensburg

rado railway for the Quarry City, 
and a gentleman who was present 
informs the D e m o c r a t that the 
court house was well filled with 
interested property owners, the en­ 
thusiasm rising to a high pitch. 
The one thing that is bothering 
the Warrensbuigites, it appears, is 
the 
uncertainty 
regarding 
the 
proposition that the Sedalia dele­ 
gation made the past week to the 
Colorado management. 
A ll that they have been able to 
learn of the details was contained 
in a 
brief article printed in the 
Globe-Democrat, and which was 
reproduced in these columns, but 
they are not satisfied as to its ac­ 
curacy, and are laboring under the 
belief that 
a 
cash 
donation of 
$100,000 was offered in addition to 
the 
inducements 
printed 
in the 
Globe-Democrat article. 
A t 
Saturday 
night’s 
meeting 
Mr. J. W . Suddath, a well known 
attorney, spoke for the board of 
trade, and explained a proposition 
received 
from ex-Lieut. Gov. A . 
H. Bolte, who is engaged in secur­ 
ing the right of w ay for the rail­ 
road company, and who has paid 
two visits to Warrensburg. 
Mr. Suddath stated that if the 
right of 
way 
through Johnson 
county 
and 
Warrensburg 
was 
given he felt confident the Quarry 
C ity would get the road, and the 
importance of offering inducements 
superior to those of Sedalia was 
dwelt upon with force. 
Continuing his 
remarks, Mr. 
Suddath said he did not believe 
Sedalia could raise $100,000 in ad­ 
dition to guaranteeing the right of 
way through the city and county, 
but it would not do for Warrens­ 
burg to proceed on that theory. 
On 
the 
contrary, 
the Quarry 
Cityites must put their best foot 
forward, and the work must be 
done without delay. 
Other gentlemen talked along 
the same line, with the result that 
committees were appointed and an 
effort will be made to raise $40,ocx> 
for the purpose of purchasing such 
right of way as cannot be obtained 
by donation. 
The statement was made that 
the Colorado management wants a 
definite proposition from Warrens­ 
burg within the next ten days, as 
Messrs. Francis and Scullin, the 
backers of the enterprise, expect to 
definitely select the route inside of 
the next fortnight. 
The D e m o c r a t ’ s 
informant in 
regard to the meeting of Saturday 
night said that those present fear­ 
ed Sedalia more than Clinton as a 


rival in securing the road. 
They 
cannot get it out 
cf 
their minds 
that the Santa Fe road is back of 
Messrs. Scullin and Francis, and 
that a road via Sedalia and 
the 
Lexington branch 
to 
Sibley, to 
connect with the Santa F e ’s K a n ­ 
sas 
City-Chicago line, would 
be 
desirable to the minagement. 
One of the speakers of the even­ 
ing 
sa id : 
“ It 
takes money 
to 
build railroads, and I for one will 
subscribe $i 000 to bring the road 
to Warrensburg.” 
Aootl er speaker said : “ Sedalia 
will have to lay aside her bustle 
aud get on a hustle instead if she 
beats us out in this matter.”

that Sedalia has a good chance of 
getting the road, even if ex-Lieut. 
Gov. Bolie, right-of-way man, has 
given us the go-by so far, visiting

DIDN’r BLOW WHISTLE. 


Missouri Pacffic Engineer Blamed tor 
a Death. 


Referring to a death chronicled 
in Sunday’s D e m o c r a t , the Kan­ 
sas C ity Journal of yesterday had 
the follow ing: 
Robert S. Smith, a lineman for 
the Western Union, was killed by 
the Missouri Pacific fast mail, near 
Mount Washington, about 10:15 
o’clock yesterday morning, and a 
coroner’s jury, which sat at Inde­ 
pendence yesterday afternoon to 
fix the blame for the accident, 
brought in a verdict censuring the 
engineer for 
not 
sounding his 
whistle to warn Smith of the ap­ 
proach of the train. 
Smith, although in the employ 
of the Western Union, was doing 
some work for the Missouri Pacific, 
and was walking along the track 
when killed. 
The train was bound 
into Kansas City, and was running 
at a high rate of speed. 
Smith 
was hurled forty feet from the 
track and nearly every bone in his 
body broken. 
He probably died 
instantly. 
The body was taken to Inde­ 
pendence, and after the inquest was 
sent to Sm ith’s home in Pleasant 
Hill. 
Smith was 23 years old anc 
unmarried.

Announcement is made by the 
Lackaw anna r oad that a pension 
for the benefit of employes who 
have faithfully ser ved the company 
w ill be put in effect on Mar ch i.

Under this system aoy employe 
engaged for twenty-five year s in 
any capacity in the oper ation of 
the r ailr oad pr oper , who has faith­ 
fully per for med his duties, is co be 
r etir ed at 65 year s of age and r e­

The fund fr om which such pay­ 
ments w ill be made w ill be r egu­ 
lar ly appr opr iated each year by the 
company, employes not being r e­ 
quir ed at any time to pay anything 
either for the suppor t of the pen­ 
sion system or to add to the fund 
fr om which benefits w ill be made. 
T o meet pension claims dur ing 
the r emainder of the year 1902 an 
appr opr iation of ^50 000 has been 
made, an amount as lar ge in pr o 
por tion to the number of employes 
as has been set aside by any other 
lar ge cor por ation which has estab­ 
lished the pension system.
